Last weekend men wearing 
green plastic gloves and white 
face masks tore apart the outside 
of Jim and Janice Leahy’s home. 

They were not searching for 
E.T. They were removing urea- 
formaldeyhde foam insulation 
which had been installed in the 
house three years before the 
Leahy’s bought it. 

Urea-formaldehyde insulation 
is now under a nationwide ban, 
but was in common use when it 
was installed in the house at 19 
Pinewood Road in 1977. Since 
then, many problems have 
become apparent with the 
product. When improperly mixed, 
it can become a severe irritant, 
and that was the case with the 
Leahy home. It is also.a suspected 
cause of nasal cancer. 

Shortly after they moved into 
the house in 1980, the Leahys 
began experiencing health 
problems, including hair and skin 
problems and coughing. Also, 
Janice Leahy was pregnant at the 
time they moved in, and she 
reports that she had problems 
with that pregnancy.

They had no clue as to what was 
wrong until February of this year, 
when ABC's 20-20 ran a story on 
the problems with urea- 
formaldehyde insulation.

Through a hole in the wall, she 
extracted some insulation for 
testing. Yes, it was urea - for- 
maldehyde. 

This answer, though, was not 
the end of their problems, only the 
beginning.

their home of the insulation? One - 


other Wilmington family has 
reportedly spent $16,000 to free its 
home of the chemical inuulation. 

Was there any help available 
from the government or from the 
industry that created the 
product? Mrs. Leahy said that 
she got the classic run-around, 
and any information that was 
given to her was prefaced with, 
“Now don't tell anyone where you 
got this, but...” 

The Leahy’s found the problem 
to be less severe in the summer 
months, when the family could 
spend more time outdoors, and

Did the formaldehyde permeate 
the other materials in the house?

They just 
do not know, 

The Leahys have filed suit 
against several parties involved 
with the house, but that remedy is 
expected to take a long time.

Rotary makes $2500 
health center donation 


The Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington (RHCW) was 
presented a check for $2500 last 
week by the Rotary Club of 
Wilmington. Rotary President 
Bob Verdonck made the 
presentation, and the acceptance 
was by RHCW director Nicholas 
Balog, also a Wilmington 
Rotarian, 

The check is the first half of a 
$5,000 presentation by the. 
Wilmington Rotary, to finance 
construction of a room and 
equipment necessary to perform 
sigmoidoscopies, for routine 
screening for colo-rectal cancer. 
Work is underway at the present 
time for development and con- 
struction of this new service. The 
RHCW hopes to make it available 
beginning November first of this 
year. 

It represents a significant step 
for RCHW, in its goal of 
preventitive health, and patient 
education, for patients in the 
service area 

Co-rectal cancer is the second 
common most cancer to occur in 
men. It is next to skin and lung 
cancer. In women it is most 
common next to skin and breast 
cancer. Colorectal cancer ac- 
counts for about 50,000 deaths in 
the United States annually 

These deaths represent about 50 
percent of all new patients 
diagnosed to have cancer each 
year. Despite improvements in 
surgical techniques and cancer 
treatments, the level of mortality 
has not changed in the last 30 
years.

Recent studies throughout the 
United States suggest that routine 
screening in high risk 
populations, for colo-rectal 
cancer can make a significant 
change in the death rate from this 
disease. It is clearly known that 
earlier diagnosis can lead to a 
cure, 

The equipment that the Rotary 
Club of Wilmington has agreed to 
purchase will permit this earlier 
diagnosis of colon cancer, on a 
routine basis, at RCHW. 

This is not the first time that 
RHCW has benefitted from the 
community services of the Rotary 


Committee lights up 
problem area 


New lights behind the 
Shawsheen School in Wilmington 
are illuminating an area that used 
to be a haven for trespassers, 
vandals and pranksters.

At that time, concerns were 
expressed over vandalism and 
other problems. Dr. Carol Sager 
suggested that a committee be 
formed to study the situation. 

A committee was quickly 
formed, and headed by Gary 


Farino. Other parent members 
included: Marjorie Dionne, Linda 
Berberian, Eleanor Demos and 
Ellen Corson. Initially, the 
committee met with Supt. of 
Buildings and Grounds Roy 
McClanahan and discussed the 
possibility of lighting as a means 
of combatting the problem 

Reading Light was contacted, 
and a subsequent proposal by 
them was approved by the PAC 
membership, who also voted to 
defray 50 percent of the electric 
bill of the project for a period of 
five years. 

Some ten months _later, 
Shawsheen Principal Dr. Charles 
Twomey presented the PAC 
proposal to the school committee 
The committee approved the 
project, and commended the 
parents for their involvement and 
civic contribution 
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Club ot Wilmington. In the late 
1970s the club donated $10,000 to 
help begin the construction of the 
health center. 

The Wilmington Rotary Club 
has also donated funds to pay for 
a dental clinic in the high school, 
to develop what is now Rotary 
Park, in Wilmington, and $10,000

Patterson 
resignation 
on hold 


After nine years and over 3,000 
hours as Tewksbury Memorial 
High School wrestling coach, 
George ‘Jock’ Patterson sub- 
mitted his resignation last 
Wednesday over an apparent pay 
dispute. However, school com- 
mittee members Sonja Cuneo and 
Tom Cooke backed Jim Sullivan's 
motion to table action on the 
resignation to allow Patterson to 
take his gripe to the Tewksbury 
Teachers Association (TTA). 

Patterson, a junior high school 
physical education teac 
before the committee to qi 
why he received a five pel 
increase while other coac! 
received much more. 

But committee members and 
Superintendent of Schools John 
Wynn said that Patterson came to 
the wrong place to dispute the 
hikes. They said the committee 
does not negotiate individual pay 
hikes. 

Apparently, if Patterson is to 
get any action on reconsidering 
his pay raise, he will have to ask 
the TTA Executive Committee to 
request a reopening of a recently 
inked three year contract. 
Coaching salaries are contained 
in Appendix B of that contract. 

Should he go before the TTA to 
seek the contract reopening, both 
the school committee and the 
TTA must vote to allow it. 

Patterson briefly spoke with the 
committee early in the meeting, 
while his letter of resignation was 
discussed later. 

Patterson asked the committee 
for permission to address them 
for three minutes and was soon 
entangled with them over a 
parliamentary procedure 
question. He gave committee 


members a breakdown of all 
to coaches. He 


raises given 


further provided percentile in- 
creases granted to each coaching 


position, and questioned why the © 


recently hired varsity basketball 
coach, among others, got larger 
increases than he did. 

Patterson said that varsity 
basketball and wrestling were 
supposed to be kept at an even 
keel. He said that has not been the 
case and cited the granting of a 20 
percent increase for varsity 
basketball. 

He also cited a 20 percent in- 
crease in pay for the junior 
varsity and girls basketball 
coaches and said, “I've had nine 
ears in this town and I’m up 
$83." He added that varsity 
football went up $260 from last 
year, a 17.4 percent jump. 

He added, ‘‘No one - after over 
3,000 hours (as wrestling coach) - 
has ever come up to me and said, 
‘thank you for your time, Jock 
Patterson.’"’ 

However, while he was 
presenting his case, Wynn was 
joined by Chairman Carol 
Wareing in questioning why 
Patterson was bringing his 
complaint to the school board. 
Patterson abruptly said that 
under Robert's Rules of Order, 
the two should not have in- 
terupted his “three minutes of 
floor time,’’ and questioned, 
“Who is your parliamentarian ?" 

Wareing said that the com- 
mittee, although following 
Robert's Rules as closely as 
possible, has the discretion to 
modify the rules, and that she felt 
no one owned three minutes of 
floor time,

Communication essential 


sure when it is appropriate to 
register a concern and equally 
uncertain who is the proper 
person is they should contact. 

The relative seriousness of a 
problem is unimportant. If 
parents have a question or feel 
existing conditions are in any way 
affecting the education of their 
children, they should always and 
as quickly as possible, convey 
their concerns to the school 
department. 

The earlier an issue is brought 
to the attention of the a ite 
official, the easier it is to change 
or clarify. 

The appropriate school official 
could be a teacher, principal, 
director or 
superintendent of schools, 
depending on the seriousness of 
the situation and the nature of the 
lem. 

Parents should always contact 
the school official most directly 
involved. If the concern is 
academic the first person to talk 
to would be the classroom 
teacher. If it involves a 
disciplinary matter or an in- 
dividual school issue, the building 
principal would be the correct 
person to contact. Other concerns 
dealing with systemwide 
curriculum matters and-or plicy 
would require the intervention of 
the superintendent of schools, her 
assistant or one of the curriculum 
directors. 

In most cases building prin- 
cipals remain the best initial 
source to contact, because they 
are in the best position to effect 
building level change or can at 
least refer parents to the school 
official most capable. of offering 
parents the assistance they need. 

Regardless of the final outcome 
of an issue, parents should always 
feel the school department has 
listened to their concerns and 
acted in the best interest oif all 
the students that comprise the 
Wilmington Public School 
System. If parents do not feel a 
problem has been fully resolved, 
they are urged communicate 
their feelings by following the so- 
called chain of command which 
starts with the classroom 
teachers, moves to the building 
principal and ultimately lies with 
the superintendent of schools and 
the Wilmington School Com-

At Stone Zoo 
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Baby .King Penguin enjoys life in Stoneham 


Stone Zoo recorded another rare 
birth recently with the hatching of a 
King Penguin, one of only four born 
in North America this year 

Robert Wilson, Curator of Birds 
for Franklin Park and Stone Zoos, 
reported that, although this species 
has been in captivity in zoos for 
years, there have been only eight 
successful hatchings in the United 
States, with the majority of these 
being at the St. Louis Zoo. All other 
birds on exhibit have been wild 


caught 


‘The egg was laid on August 3 and 
began to hatch on September 25. The 
male penguin incubates the egg for 
the first month of the 4 day in- 
cubation period, and the female 
incubates the egg for the final 
portion. 

Once the egg hatched, the female 
returned the chick to the male. The 
parents then alternately feed and 
brood the chick, switching duties 
every other day. 

“When the egg was first laid on 

ugust 3,"" Wilson stated, ‘specific

Wilson explained that King 
Penguins remain dependent upon 
their parents for an unusually long 
period of time compared to other 
birds. He expects the chick will 
begin leaving the parents and begin 
walking around the exhibit when it is 
three to five weeks old, and not until 
it is 13 months old will it be fully 
fledged and independent of its 
parents. 

When hatched, the penguin chick 
is naked and its eyes are closed. The 
dark grey chick gains weight at an 
incredible rate, and at about seven 
months of age will be larger than its 
parents. Dark brown down feathers 
will begin covering the chick at 
about 10 days of age. The chick will 
be visible to visitors in a few weeks 

Stone Zoo houses six penguins, all 
of which were imported to the 
United States in 1966. Stone Zoo 
received two males and one female; 
the other three had been on exhibit 
at the Buffalo Zoological Gardens 
until their removal to Stoneham in 
April, 1980. The Zoo increased the 
size of the colony because of its 
importance to the species social 
behavior. 

Richard Naegeli, Director of Zoos, 


said, ‘We are most pleased with this 

hatching, not only because of its 
rarity, but also because a 
cooperative agreement between the 
two zoos alowed us to increase our 
group of penguins with the sole in- 
tention of breeding them. This kind 
of cooperation among zoos is very 
important. Had Bufffalo not sent us 
their birds, we might never have 
been able to breed our penguins."” 

Another important factor to the 
social environment of King 
Penguins, as with all other animals, 
is the habitat. The naturalistic 
penguin house exhibit was made 
possible by the John A. McCarthy 
Foundation in 1973 through a grant 
designated specifically for con- 
struction of an environmental 
exhibit at Stone Zoo. 

Of the three King Penguins hat- 
ched in North America this past 
year, one was parent-reared at the 
St. Louis Zoo, and two are being 
hand-reared at Sea World of San 
Diego.

Keeping engineers 
up-to-date on high tech 


PATRICIA McCORMACK

Keeping engineers up-to-date is 
one way of making sure America’s 
bridges don’t fall down 
simultaneously, telephones don’t all 
go dead at once, satellites won't zig 
when they should zag and widgets 
won't stop doing — well, whatever 
widgets do to keep things working. 

But keeping engineers up with 
rapid deviopments in this high tech 
world — lasers, computers, 
microprocessors, transistors — 
turns out to be a problem’ that 
authorities claim almost defies 
solution. 

That's why a brain trust of 
educators and executives hag been 
studying how America can keep 
cobwebs from draping the high tech 
workforce — including engineers 
and computer scientists. 

The way to do that, says a brand 
new landmark report from four 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology professors, is this 


—Team up hi h industries 
with schogls w high tech 
education is 


—Then, link up workplace and 
classroom, using some of the high 
tech products such as state-of-the- 
art computers and video systems. 

Presto: the latest in college 
courses on major developments can 
be beamed to offices of engineers 
and computer scientists. 

Result: the high tech workers are 
up-to-date! 

‘The report, ‘Lifetime Cooperative 
Education,” was delivered at a 
symposium marking the 100th an- 
niversary of the MIT Department of 
Electrical Engineering and Com- 
puter Science in Cambridge, Mass. 
over the weekend 

Authors include Profs. Robert M. 
Fano, Louis D. Smullin, James D. 
Bruce and William M, Siebert 

Fano, head of the department, 
said the proposal is just that — at 
this point. To get it off the drawing 
board, the MIT professors suggest 
that a council be formed and 
charged with devising a modus 
operandi for the plan 

They recommend that the council 
be composed of chief executive 
officers of high tech companies and 
heads of engineering schools, plus 
leaders of professional groups — 
engineering societies, for example. 

The MIT professors said 
“lifetime” learning must come on 
line for electrical engineers “and 
computer scientists, especially if the 
United States is to maintain its 
technological health and its ability 
to compete in the world market 
place 

Without it, they warned, many 
engineers and computer scientists 
will be left far behind as new in- 
ventions pop up in multiples. 

“Every four or five years there

are developments that make a great 
difference,”’ Fano said. 

“Transistors, computers, 
microprocessors, the laser are in 
that category. 

“Every four or five years, as a 
result, life is different in silicone and 
computer valley. 

“Unless an electrical engineer or 
computer scientist keeps up, by the 
time he or she is 40, he or she is not 
so hot — maybe just second best."" 

‘Smullin said second best is no way 
to survive. 

“The need is for ‘first best," he 
said. 

How swift is the flow of new in- 
formation? Fano said it is so fast 
that by the time an electrical 
engineering student graduates, he or 
she already is somewhat out of date 
with the latest developments — 
compared with students behind 
them, learning the newest as a 
matter of revised basic courses. 

Fano invented the sequential de- 
coding system used to send pictures 
from spacecraft to earth 

Smullin is down in history for 
bouncing a laser beam off the moon. 

‘The MIT professors said the off- 
campus instruction needed for the 
lifelong learning pr5ijunodams 
could be carried out by making use 
of tutored video instruction — TVI — 
pioneered by Stanford University in 
California, s 

“Fortunately, there is more than 
10 years’ experience with remote 
teaching using films, TV broad- 
casting, and videotapes,” the report 
said. 

“The techniques of videotaping 
formal lectures in a studio, and of 
recording live classes without 
destroying their spontaneity already 
have been developed. 

“They have proved to be 
economical and educationally ef- 
fective ways of eliminating the need 
for live lectures by experts.”’ 

‘The Stanford system 

—Unedited video recordings of 
regular Stanford classes are shipped 
to off-campus locations as far away 
as Massachusetts, and played back 
to small groups of students led and 
assisted by a local tutor. 

— Students stop playback when 
they have a question, and resolve it 
through discussion before resuming. 

—Questions that cannot be an- 
swered are referred back to the 
Stanford lecturer by phone. 

—All off-campus students 

for credit do the same 
homework and are required o take 
the same tests as the on-campus 
students. Homework and tests all 
are graded by (the same Stanford 
teaching” assistants."‘Experimental 
results indicate that the TVI 
students perform at least as well|as 
comparable students who attend the 
same classes on campus,”: the 
report from the MIT professors said.

Job sharing 


An innovative answer to

On the bulletin board of my office 
is a list of general procedures with 
dictums like, “All press release copy 
must be approved by Carol-Jamie 
before type is set.’ My interoffice 
mailbox is labeled CarolJamie, 
which is a good thing since so is all 
my interoffice mail. I am invited to 
meetings as Carol-Jamie, apprised 
for errors as Carol-Jamie (!!), and 
ce’ed on the bottom of memos as the 
same, My telephone calls usually 
begin with, “Carol? Jamie?" I 
simply answer yes. 

No, I do not have an identity 
problem, Nor have I devised a new 
variation of the now fashionable 
hyphenated last name. I am a job 
sharer. 

I didn't realize that my somewhat 
unusual working arrangement had a 
name until I came across a whole 
chapter devoted to it in a new 
paperback called “Part-Time Jobs"’ 
($5.95), published by Ballantine 
Books in September. In a thorough 
discussion of this growing 
“phenomenon,” career counselor 
Vivienne Sernaque calls job sharing, 
“one of the most innovative answers 
to the increasing demand on the part 
of career-oriented people for part- 
time work at the professional level."" 
Suddenly, there was structure and 
status to a relationship Jamie and I 
had always considered a little weird. 

Job sharing is exactly what it 
sounds like — a voluntary 
agreement between two people to 
share the duties, salary, and, 
sometimes the fringe benefits of one 
full-time job. Sernaque describes it 
as an eyes-open arrangement, “‘not 
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unlike a marriage, though, luckily, 
much more subject to overt 
agreement and spelled-out 

— at least at first." 
Carol-Jamie took no vows. We just 
kind of fell into it. 

When I had my first baby I was 
more than to escape from the 
nine-to-five office routine. With 
motherhood on the brain, I was 
happy to dabble part-time at home;

sand. Jamie, on the other hand, was 
an aspiring writer who wanted 
nothing more than a full-time 
writing position.

But I didn’t want it on the same 
terms as when I had left. I knew I 
didn't have the clarity of mind or the 
willingness to make the time 
commitment a full-time job 
demanded. I wasn’t ready to leave 
my family for forty hours or more a

Unemployment: a problem for service agencies 


“My kids would be better off 
without me. At least they'd have my 
insurance money.” 

“If I could only get a job, I could 
work out the other problems in my 
life.” 

“Being unemployed for so long 
can affect your confidence in 
yourself and your outlook on life."” 

The last of the above statements 
was made 50 years before the other 
two. It was made around 1932 by a 
survivor of the Great Depression 
The first two statements were made 
in 1982 by people seeking help from 
human service agencies supported 
by the United Way of Massachusetts 
Bay. Times may change rapidly, but 
people remain the same — 50 years 
can not change the devastating 
effects unemployment has on its 
victims. 

In 1932 private agencies were not 
equipped to handle the hundreds of 
people requesting help. Several 
municipalities went bankrupt trying 
to cope with the problem. Most 
families had little to fall back on and 
savings were soon exhausted. Today 
conditions are a little better 

The United Way of Massachusetts 
Bay, now conducting its annual 
173 human 


effects of unemployment have 
serious repercussions on the quality 
of individual and family life and 
serving these needs are the primary 
functions of these agencies 

According to local United Way 
Officials, an informal survey of their 
affiliated agencies \indicates that 
unemployment today is significantly 
increasing the demand for human 
services. 

“Unemployment is the last 
straw,” says volunteer at the 
Samaritans, a 2%-hour suicide 
prevention service. “We help people 
with all sorts of problems, but the 
loss of a job means the loss of self 
esteem. It is harder to deal with than 
most other problems." According to

We are both committed to 
making the arrangement work at all 
costs, for obvious reasons: to the 
extent that it is possible, we have the 
best of both worlds. She has time to 


agency records, at the Samaritans, 
during the first six months of last 
year they saw 60 clients who cited 
unemployment as a major problem. 
This year the total was 105. “We 
don't even know where to send 
people to look for a job,” said a 
spokesperson from the Samaritans 
“I sent one client to an employment 
office, and he returned to say it had 
closed down.” 

Bridge Over Troubled Waters is 
an agency serving runaways, street 
youths, and other disinfranchised 
youth throughout greater Boston. In 
the first seven months of 1962, 
teenage unemployment was up 53 
percent. Workers at Bridge cite the 
major problem among their clients 
as unemployment. Ninety-nine 
percent of their clients are unem- 
ployed. Further, most clients state 
unemployment as their only con-

At the South Shore Council on

The South Shore Council also runs 
rehabilitation programs such as 
Operating Under the Influence 
(OUI) which is now a mandatory 
program for persons arrested for 
drunken driving. Twenty percent of 
those in the rehabilitation program 
are presently unemployed. 

“Over the years, I have been 
impressed with the long-lasting 
effects of a parent's unemployment 
upon the children, {.e., father's 
depression, rages, mother’s anxiety, 
completely upsetting to the family 
behavior.

pursue her other writing, I have 
time to chase my children through 
Central Park.

Writing is not the only profession 
that lends itself to job sharing 
According to Ms. Sernaque, 
“research shows that small and 
private sector institutions, 
education and government are most 
likely to permit or encourage job 
sharing. In addition, engineers, 
social workers, administrators, 
secretaries and receptionists are 


equals poor self esteem — and the

Most human service agencies 
have noted significant increases in 
their numbers of unemployed 
clients. In some cases, unem: 
ployment was the precipitating 
cause for seeking help; 
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also happily discovering the ad- 
vantages to this alternative to the 
full-time work week.” The best ways 
to find a shared position are to find 
someone who already has a job that 
interests you and wants to scale 
down his or her hours, or to convince 
your own employer that your 
present position can be divided. Ms. 
Sernaque notes that ‘65 percent of 
all job sharers were employed when 
they began seeking a shared position 
and more than half of them knew 
their partners before working 
together." 

For complete information’on how 
to put together a job sharing 
proposal, find a partner, and 
analyze and divide a job as far as 
hours, responsibilities, recognition, 
salary, benefits, etc. Part-Time Jobs 
is an invaluable resource.

Tax deductions 


A home business can help 


advisor about new laws that may 
enable you to reinvest all money 
made ona sale. 

Although the area must be used 
exclusively for business purposes, 
your office doesn't have to take up 
an entire room. If you work at a desk 
in a corner, for example, you can 
deduct the expenses of just that 
area, So if you had the room painted, 
perhaps half the cost of the paint and 
labor would be deductible. Again, 

you'd need to make an appropriate 
space allocation. 

If you run your own business, or 
work completely from your home, 
your claim for deductions will be 
jess complicated than someone who 
simply does extra work at home. 
But, if you make sales calls {rom a 
phone extension in your home or use 
a table exclusively to do paperwork, 
you can still qualify for a home of- 
Tice deduction even if it isn’t your 
principal place of business. In such 
cases, CPAS note, the work must be 
done for the convenience of the 
employer 

If you're self-employed, the first 
step, CPAs insist, is proving that 
you're running a business and not 
just enjoying at a hobby. (Although 
income generated from a hobby is 
taxed.) Proper record keeping can 
justify your claim. Write down the 
dates and purposes of phone calls 
and meetings with clients. 

Whether your home working area 
qualifies as an office or not, be sure 
to keep track of business expenses 
that you pay out of your pocket. 
Professional association dues, 
subscriptions for. trade journals, 
reference books and any supplies 
you buy yourself constitute business 
‘expenses and, therefore, deductions. 

CPAs warn, however, against 
deducting items that you happen to 
use for business but which are 
bought primarily for other purposes. 
For example, if you own a collection 
of antique paperweights that you 
happen to use in your office, chances 


Sirigle people who find themselves 
strapped for cash sometimes 
generate extra income by con- 
ducting a business, full or part time, 
at home. Even if you are required to 
work at home, for theconvenience of 
your employer, that home office can 
provide tax deductions 

Acording to the Massachusetts 
Society of CPAs, certain business 
expenses are deductible whether 
you work for yourself or someone 
else. An office at home, however, 
can lead to tax savings and can 
switch some of your ordinary 
deductions from personal to 
business. 

Whether you own or rent, space in 
your home used exclusively and 
regularly for business might qualify 
for a home office deduction. That 
means you can deduct an ap- 
propriate percentage of general 
maintenance, heat, electricity, and 
special upkeep as a business ex. 
pense. For example, if you use one 
fourth of your apartment as an of- 
fice, you can deduct approximately 
25 percent of your electric and 
heating bill. Part of your rent can 
also be considered a tax deduction. 
(In this example, it would be one 
quarter.) 

When you own your home, the 
percentage that is your business is 
applied to interest on mortgage 
payments and property taxes. 
Although these items are deductible 
anyway, you can now deduct them 
under business, and not personal 
expenses, This, in turn, can reduce 
other business taxes that you might 
owe. If you deduct the expenses of 
having an office in your home, you 
can depreciate that portion of the 
property. CPAs note that 
depreciation reduces the cost basis 
of your home and might give you a 
higher profit when you sell 

To avoid taxes on a capital gain. 
most homeowners reinvest that 
profit in another principal residence 
within the time allowed by the IRS.

When times get tough, most people 
want to help. Owners of small 
companies are no exception 

So with modest-size firms facing 
tough economic times, a growing 
number of small business owners 
are turning to outside advisers for 
help in planning long-term strategy 
and in tightening up day-to-day 
operations, Some small business 
owners are hiring individual ad 
visers, while others are setting up 
panels of experts. 

“More and more managers and 
owners of smaller companies are 
realizing they don't have the 
resources in house and must look 
outside," says Albert Pastino, a 
Deloitte, Haskins & Sells partner. 


One way for a firm to get useful 
advice is to form a “quasi” board of 
directors. A quasi board is typically 
composed of four or five businé’s 
experts who agree to meet 
periodically and advise the owner of 
a small business in retum for a 
relatively modest fee. 

“A number of companies have 
adopted (the quasi board concept),"" 
says Harold Fox, a business 
professor at Ball State University in 
Muncie, Ind. “I am surprised how 
many companies do have it.” 
Professor Fox notes, hawever, there 
are no precise statistics on the 
number of privately owned com- 
panies that have formed quasi 
boards.

Instead, he found them to be highly orga- 
nized. They are generally positive in one 
half of the sky and negative in the other halt. 

In other words, the radio sources seem to 
be systematically oriented. After consider- 
ing various alternatives, Birch has con- 
cluded that “‘such a phenomenon can only 
have a physical explanation on a cosmic 
scale; an attractive theory is that ... the 
Universe is rotating."’ This would mean tbat 
the radio sources were aligned with this 
overall cosmic rotation. 

It would be a spin rate of one complete 
rotation in about 63,000 billion years. That's 
a rather slow waltz. But it’s fast enough to 
shake the foundations of many cosmological 
theories. 

John Barrow of the University of Sussex ‘ 
has noted that the spin appears to rule out 
all the standard models of the cosmos in 
which the current expansion of the universe 
would eventually reverse itself, causing the 
universe to collapse. Instead, the spin may 
imply that the universe will go on expanding 
forever. 

Cosmologists will not be especially dis- 
mayed if Birch's suggestion turns out to be 
true.

Insul/Crete Company of McFarland, Wis 
But, he says, the home “evolved” over 
many years. The company. Mr. Peterson 
says, first used rigid polystyrene boards to 
put a new. facade on buildings. Old walls 
were covered with rigid foam boards, and a 
cement plaster, often in stucco form, was 
sprayed over that. The result: a spanking. 
brand-new image for an old building 

Later. when the oil embargo-ushered out 
the era of cheap energy, it Was realized that 
what had been looked on as purely cosmetic 
was also an effective insulating practice. 
particularly if the thickness of the foam 
board was increased 

During this period Mr. Peterson noticed 
how tremendously strong the foam board 
became when it was coated with surface 
bonding material. What about increasing 
the thickness of the foam, using it asa build 
ing block rather than simply as an insulat 
ing covering? he wondered. Tests showed 
that the idea worked, and a 1,000-square-foot 
test home went up (at this writing a larger 
home on a suburban subdivision is under 
construction) 

‘The basic building block for the new 
home ~ 4 feet long. 12 inches wide, and § 
inches high ~ is large. yet light enough for 
one man to handle with ease. As a result the 
walls go up rapidly. and it is this speed of 
erection that lowers building costs and 
brings them into line with conventional 
construction

The building blocks are laid together 
much like bricks, and when the walls are 
complete, reinforced-concrete posts are 
poured in preformed holes. These tie the 
home into the foundation and add further 
strength to the walls. When complete, the 
building has one inch of the Insul/Crete 
bonding material applied to interior and ex 
terior wall surfaces 

To test the strength of this new form of 
construction, a 7'/-ton truck was placed on 
the roof, where it remained for three days. 
In this period no cracks, sagging. or other 
signs of stress appeared. Pressure tests 
with a hydraulic press cracked and tipped 
wood-frame and concrete-block construc: 
tion at between 500 and 1,500 pounds pres: 
sure. The foam walls covered with the 
Insul/Crete bonding material deflected only 
marginally, but did not crack at 4,800 
pounds pressure 

‘The three completely furnished rooms 
were simultaneously set on fire, only to have 
the blaze quickly go out when the doors were 
closed, because of the tightness of the home. 
With the doors left wide open, the firé was 
allowed to burn for 45 minutes, during which 
temperatures ranged from 1,200 to 1,700 de- 
grees F. The furnishings were totally de- 
stroyed in the fire, but the walls and ceilings 

though blackened - were unscathed 
During the fire the exterior of the walis re- 
mained cool to the touch, because of the high 
insulating quality of the walls. In fact, the 


walls of the home have an R factor (resis- 
tance to heat transfer rating) of 40, com- 
pared to 19 for walls in a conventional, well- 
insulated home; an R factor of 80 in the 
ceiling, compared to an R factor of 38 for the 
ceiling of conventional homes. 

Butlders around the country will shortly 
be licensed to build these unconventionally 
constructed but very conventional-looking 
homes. Later the owner-bulider will be ca- 
tered to by allowing him to erect the basic 
home, after which the licensed contractor 
will move in to apply the Insul/Crete bond 
ing-materia! covering 

Much of the success of the system lies 
with the application of this bonding mate- 
rial, Mr. Peterson says, so that, at least in

‘The fine 
detail will tell me my share of the 
market, what other products are 
being made by ‘firms in my in- 
dustry, how many shipments they 
average per employee, and 
operating ratios for similar firms in 
the same area.” 

More than three fourths of the 
businesses who receive the forms 
do fill them out before the February 
deadline. “But it costs us more to 
bring in the last 15-20 percent than it 
does to bring in the first 80 per- 
cent,” Ms, Kalleck said. 

The trucks leaving Jeffersonville 
on Dec, 26 will be carrying more

Tips on money management 


Singles try to make ends meet 


Single people who hear about 
improvements in the nation’s 
economy might wonder where those 
changes are taking place. Because 
many singles, in spite of a 
sl ig in the economy, are 
still just making ends meet. 

Average pay increases are off. Yet 
many young, single professionals 
persist in trying to upgrade their 
standard of living. Personal 
bankruptcy filings have more than 
doubled lately, and that includes a 
growing number of singles, 
especially women. It would be 
comforting to offer a miracle cure 
for overextended credit lines and 
strained budgets, says the 

its Society of CPAs, but 
the solution is usually tenuous’ and 
drawn out. 

Some age and income groups 
seem more vulnerable than others, 
advisors note, But almost anyone 
can straighten their finances by 
reviewing and tightening their 
budget and placing priorities on 
their spending. 

CPAs suggest you make a budget 
encompassing both your necessary 
expenditures and your discretionary 
spending. Use real figures for now, 
and decide later where to cut back. 

List first your monthly expenses 
for housing, food, utilities, property 
taxes, medical expenses and in- 
surance, and cleaning for both your 
home and your clothes. Then total 
how much you spend monthly on 
entertainment, including restaurant 
dining, recreation, clothing, gifts 
and any other item you can think of. 

Your next step, CPAs say, is 
noting large expenses and deciding 
what you can afford. For example, 
although most singles can no longer 
keep housing costs to a week's 
salary, how much you do spend 
shouldn't be unlimited. If you bring 
home $1,500 monthly, perhaps, you 
can afford to spend 50 percent or 
$750 a month on housing. But if your 
take-home pay equals less than 
$1,009, you might not be able to 
support yourself on the 50 percent or 
$500 that’s left after rent. 

In some cases, it might be 
necessary to reduce monthly 
payments on big ticket items by 
downscale living — settling for less 
than you want or feel that your 
standard of living demands. A 
smaller apartment or house, or a 
less expensive auto, might, in some 
tases, be the best solution to 
feducing expenses.

Try forcing bulbs 


During the long, cold. 
winter days of January 
and February, do you 
find yourself an- 
ticipating the arrival of 
spring? If so, why not 
try your luck at forcing 
bulbs for a breath of 
spring? Forcing bulbs is 
easy, inexpensive and a 
great way to brighten 
those long winter days. 

Forcing bulbs in- 
cludes two phases. The 
bulbs develop buds and 
roots in the first phase 
and bloom in the second. 
Choose bulbs such as 
crocus, galanthus, 
hyacinth, narcissus, 
scilla and tulip, as these 
are the easiest to force 
indoors. 

Here are the six easy 
steps to follow:

Start phase one 
during October or early 
November. 

2. Fill a well-drained 
pot with a soil mixture 
of garden soil, sand and 
peat moss. 

3. Place the bulbs on 
the soil surface, 
they aren't 
touching. As a rule, the 
bulbs should be level 
with the rim of the pot. 

4. Add soil to fill the 
pot, leaving bulb tips 
exposed 
thoroughly, 
excess water te drain 
from the bottom. 

5. Store the bulbs at 40 
degrees F for 8 to 12 
weeks either outdoors or 
in a cold dark room 
indoors. However, if 


stored indoors, don't 
allow the soil in the pots 
to dry out. 

6. When 8 to 12 weeks 
is up, or when the shoots 
have appeared on .the 
bulbs, bring the bulbs in 
to a cool, well lighted 
room and keep waterec. 
Once the blossoms have 
gone by, the bulbs 
should be discarded, as 
they seldom grow and 
flower well when 
replanted in the garden

While it might be difficult to pay 
cash all the time, perhaps you can 
reduce the number of credit cards 
you use, or the number of times you 
use them monthly. If you set aside a 
percentage of your pay for old debts, 
you can make small monthly 
payments on each and, as the lesser 
debts are finished, increase your 
Payments on the others. Be careful 
not to make your payments so large 
that you don’t leave enough cash for 
daily expenses. 

Reviewing your budget, charting 
your cash flow and setting financial 
priorities are the best means to_ 
controlling your finances, CPAs 
note.

Businesses that do make direct 
use of the census data have begun to 
complain that government budget 
cuts have reduced the quality of the 
federal statistics. 

Although Ms. Kalleck defends her 
numbers, and feels the government 
will be collecting all the information 
it needs in the survey, she admits 
that some of the ways the bureau 
tabulates it are out of date 

A plan to update some of the 
economic census categories in 1982 
was eliminated, for instance, 
because of budget restrictions. That 
means the computer industry, for 
one, will still be classified as part of 
office and store equipment.

There is quite a lot that is good 
about the Broadway"bound 
“Foxtire,"’ which is now playing at 
Boston’s Colonial Theatre through 
October 30. The acting is excellent, 
the music beautiful, the sets 
spellbinding, the character 
development fascinating. What's 
missing is a lack of purpose 

“Foxfire” is based on material 
from the famous series of books by 
the same name about Appalachian 
mountain folklore (published by 
Doubleday) 

It is the tale of an old woman who 
lives by herself on the family’s 
mountain farm, with only the 
company of her dead husband's 
image, and an occasional visit by a 
young schoolteacher from town. 
Her son, a popular country and 
western singer, returns home for a 
brief time, and asks his mother to 
leave the mountain to live with him 
and his family. 

The mother is at a crossroads. 
‘She would like nothing more than to 
live with her family and see her 
young grandchildren grow up 
However, she also wants to remain 
faithful to the memory of her 
husband, and is determined to live 
at the old homestead until her 
death, when she will be buried in the 
apple orchid beside her husband 

She is further determined to stand 
her ground since realtors are 
continually approaching her to sell 
her land. They would erect vacation 
resorts, and totally change the 
landscape. This idea is repulsive to 
her. 

The play, written by Susan 
Cooper and Hume Cronyn, 
examines the life of people brought 
up in an environment which is 
totally alien to most people in 
modern-day society. It is a way of 
living whose time has come and 
gone, and yet is still practiced by

people in the Appalachians — in this 
case, Georgia. At that, it is a very 
interesting story 

Perhaps “Foxfire” is a play that 
only wishes to tell us that, although 
lives go through a series of changes, 
some things never do, such as a 
person's roots and heritage. 
However, one gets the impression 
that the authors wanted us to come 
away with something more from 
this production than that 

They take painstaking care in 
examining each of the main 
characters, either through  self- 
analyzing monologue or flashback 
scenes (which are very artfully 
done with the use of spotlights) 
Their stories are ones that are of 
real interest to the audience, but 
unfortunately they are never fully 
developed. The script lags along 
noticeably in parts, and, un- 
fortunately, doesn't have the great 
ending which would overshadow all 
of that 

So, if you can get by the fact that 
this play doesn’t really address the 
problems it presents, it could be a 
good production 

Both Hume Cronyn and wife 
Jessica Tandy are excellent as the 
husband-ghost and his widow. 
respectively. They have played this 
bit before, and are obviously well- 
suited for it 

Cronyn is Hector Nations, an 
irascible, stubborn man of the 
mountains. He has managed to lose 
all of his children because of his 
temper and iron-clad discipline. He 
is a man whose way of life has 
passed, yet is stubbornly clinging to 
it. to the consternation of all 

Tandy is his wonderful wife. 
Annie Nations, the family mediator. 
She is the backbone of the Nations 
clan, the one that keeps the sparks 
that fly in the mountain household 
from catching into a full-fledged 
fire.

NEW YORK (UPI) — ‘The 
whiskey business isn’t what it used 
to be. Consumption of scotch, 
bourbon and other whiskeys is 
falling around the world. In the 
United States hard liquor usage has 
roppped on a per capita basis in the 
past decade. 


Britain's scotch distilling industry 
is hit hardest, although not quite as 
hard as some gloomy reports have 
indicated. 

After growing from an alcohol 
content volume level of 160.9 million 
liters in 1970 to 274.1 million in 1978, 
global scotch tumbled to 
149.9 million in 1981 and were down 
another 4 percent in the first seven 
months of this year, according to the 
Scotch Whiskey Information Center 
in New York. But exports to the 
United States fell only 1 percent in 
the seven months. 

‘This global decline is enough to 
cause foreign exchange problems 
for Britain, but Peter Smith of the 
Scotch Information Center said 
reports that distilling companies are 
going broke in Scotland are 
exaggerated 

“Some have had longer summer 
layoffs than usual this year.” he 
conceded.

increased its exports substantially. 
It makes “‘single malt" whiskeys 
which correspond to American 
straight whiskeys. Nearly all other 
scotch whiskeys sold in America are 
blended. 

‘The shrinkage of other markets 
for scotch caused the British to use 
their clout in the European Common 
Market to force France, where 
scotch has been gaining in 
popularity against cognac brandy, 
to abandon certain tax and ad- 
vertising penalties against foreign 
liquors. 

‘This has resulted in a “scotch 
war” in France with various French 
distributors and the makers of many 
prominent scotch brands engaging 
in a furious advertising and sales 
struggle. The competition has been 
intensified by falling demand. The 
French consumption of alcoho! on a 
per-capita basis now is dropping 
dramatically after rising for several 
decades. 

‘The Distilled Spirits Council in 
Washington says that while total 
sales of all hard liquors in the United 
States rose to 449.45 million proof 
gallons in 1981 from 370.57 in 1970, 
per-capita consumption fell to 2.7 
gallons from 28 Whiskey con- 
‘sumption fell muuch more sharply. 
from 2.5 gallons per capita in 1972 to 
209.9 in 1981. All kinds of domestic 
whiskeys showed consumption 
declines while sales of gin, vodka, 
rum and brandies increased. Sales 
of rum produced in Puerto Rico and 
the Caribbean countries tripled in 
the United States during the decade. 

Scotch, which had gained 
dramatically against bourbon and 
rye blends in the American market 
since World War II, began to lose 
sales late in the decade. Sales of 
Canadian and Irish whiskeys were 
up a little 

‘There always have been big shifts 
in brand popularity in the liquor 
industry and some individual 
whiskey brands have made 
dramatic gains even as total 
demand dropped 

Despite their gains, sales of gin 
vodka, rum and brandies still add up 
to just slightly more than total 
whiskey sales in the United States, 

It is a historical fact that con- 
sumption of hard liquor has fallen 
slowly in the Unites States ever 
since Colonial times. A Colonial host 
was expected to provide each 
weekend guest with a gallon of the 
hard stuff,

the economy — averaged 14.5 percent in the years 1962-66, 
144 percent in 1967-78, 14.92 percent in 1972-76, and 16.1 
percent in 1977-81. So investment in expansion and modern- 
fzation was doing best in those years where people were 
most worried. 

But there is a caveat. Frank E. Morris, president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Boston, notes that the labor force 
was also growing very rapidly in the 1970s and needed new 
plant and equipment to provide productive jobs. 

Lately, with the economy in deep recession and industry 
suffering from large amounts of unused capacity, plant and 
equipment spending has plunged once again. 

Nonetheless, the worriers make comparisons between 
savings rates in this country and Japan, where the national 
savings ratio is more than twice as large 

Curiously, the Japanese government thinks its people 
are saving too much. It would like them to spend more to 
step up domestic growth in output. In that way, brightening 
of the Japanese economy would not depend on a rapid ex- 
pansion in exports ~ a prospect highly unpopular at this 
moment to its major trading partners in North America 
and Western Europe. 

Two economists with the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development, Derek Blades and Peter 
‘Sturm, have attempted to compare the savings rates for the 
% industrial nations that are members of the OECD. 

‘Their data show that the US does do better at saving 
than the raw data would indicate. The two economists 
pointed out that various countries define income and sav- 
ings differently. There are institutional factors that distort 
the data. For example, how does a nation deal with the 
receipts and outlays of an unincorporated business, say, a 
“mom-and-pop shop"? Or how do you handle public and 
private pension programs statistically? And what do you do 
about government provided health and education services 
when some governments provide more than others? These 
are factors relevant to personal savings levels.

added used widely in Western Europe ~ as compared with

After these adjustments, the US personal savings ratio 
remains low. But the national savings ratio improves a bit 
— up 1 percent, to 19.6 percent, for 1970-80. Japan stands at 
36.7 percent, France at 27.6 percent, the United Kingdom at 
20.9 percent. So the US remains the lowest of these on the 
antags ian pole 

One economist, however, noted that the cost of machin- 
‘ery and other capital equipment in the US is lower than 
elsewhere. So US industry generally gets a bigger bang for 
its capital spending buck 

Blades and Sturm go further. They ask what happens if 
Spending on such consumer durables as refrigerators and 
automobiles, which last for some years, is treated like cap- 
ital outlays and thus include an element of savings. The 
same treatment can be given private and government ex- 
penditures on education, and on research and development 
‘The first is an investment in “human capital” — a form of 
savings; the other in useful knowledge which can increase 
productivity, too. 

When that is done, the ratio for the US comes out to 31.6 
percent, vs. 33.6 percent for an average of nine countries or 
42,percent for Japan and 29.6 percent for Britain. 

So, in this sense, Americans just save a different way, 
putting more money into consumer durables, research and 
development, or education. These can certainly help 
produce a better life for US residents. 

But the critics maintain that dollars saved in this fashion 
are not available for lending to business. Thus industrial 
modernization is restrained. 

Of course, in the current recession, business is not about 
to spend huge amounts of extra money on plant and equip- 
ment, even if it were easily available and cheap. 

In time, however, the debate as to whether the system 
should be changed to give further incentives to savings and 
discourage consumption will reemerge

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Memories of driving by a 
cranberry bog on Washington 
Street in Woburn were revived 
this week when a press release 
reminded me that harvesting of 
the local cranberry crop has 
been underway since late Sept- 
ember. 

In my memory, about this time 
every year the fields where the 
cranberries were grown were flo- 
oded. The question that followed 
was why all the water? The answer 
that came back was “to protect 
the cranberrries against the cold” 
But the real reason was to harvest 
the fruit. 

In Massachusetts, 
percent of the crop is 
vested”, and the remainder is 
harvested 
For “wet harvesting”, the bogs 

flooded to a height just 
covering the vines. Then the 
water reel, an eggbeater-like dev- 
ice, chums up the water to dis- 
lodge the fruit and float it the 
surface. Most of the wet harvested 
berries are ultimately used for 
processed cranberry products. 

Berries intended for the fresh 
fruit market are carefully picked 
by the dry harvest method in 
which mechanical pickers are 
guided around the bog and gently 
comb the berries from the vines 
with moving metal teeth. 

At the cranberry processing 
plant, a separating machine is used 
to ensure that only the best 
berries are marketed. The machine 
literally “bounces” the cranberries

to remove any that are soft or 
damaged, and the berries must 
bounce over,seven four-inch bar- 
riers to make the grade 

If you decide to freeze cran 
berries, there are several facts to 
keep in mind. Craberries should be 
chopped or sliced while they are 
still frozen to obtain their best 
results. Also, freezing cranberries 
will change some of their starches 
to sugars, so you may want to 
reduce the amount of sugar in 
some recipes. Lastly, never put 
whole cranberries into a batter or 
dough. Cranberries baked in this 
manner will not absorb any sugar 
and your finished product will 
have pockets of very tart berries 
surrounded by - not blended with 
- the sweeteners. So always make 
sure the cranberries have been cut 
up before you add them to the 
rest of the ingredients.

Tel-Law 


Do you need a lawyer? 


The Massachusetts Bar 
Association has launched a 
statewide public service campaign 
to better acquaint the citizens of 
Massachusetts with the Lawyer 
Referral Service and Tel-Law. The 
campaign will be coordinated by 
Chart Productions, Inc. of Boston. 

‘The Lawyer Referral Service is a 
public service project designed to 
assist people in determining if they 
need a lawyer and then referring 
them to attorneys in the area in 
which they live. The number in the 
Boston area is 523-0595, and toll free 
outside of the Metropolitan area, 1 
800-392-6164. 

When someone calls the Lawyer 
Referral Service, a staff member 
first determines whether the caller 
needs the services of a lawyer. If so, 
the caller will be given the name, 
address, and: phone number of an 
attorney in his home area who is 
familiar with the case in question 
The caller will then be asked to 
supply his own name and phone 
number, which will be treated 
confidentially, so that the Lawyer 
Referral Service may notify the 
lawyer of the referral. It is then the 
caller's decision to notify the lawyer 
to arrange an appointment. 

There is no cost in contacting the 
LRS by phone or in person. The 


maximum charge for an initial half 
hour office visit with the lawyer is 
$15.00. People should discuss the fee 
that the lawyer will charge after the 
first office visit. If people cannot 
afford the regular fees of the LRS 
lawyer, they might be eligible for 
the reduced panel fee designed to 
help those with moderate incomes 
who cannot afford regular legal fees 

‘The Lawyer Referral Service 
handles a variety of legal problems 
ranging from family law, 
bankruptcy, and consumer 
protection to landlord-tenants 
rights, real estate and criminal law 
Since a large number of problems 
appear at first to be legal in nature 
but in fact do not require the ser- 
vices of a lawyer, a comprehensive 
resource directory is used by the 
LRS. It contains extensive listings of 
agencies that can assist callers in 
resolving their problems. 

Tel-law is another public service 
of the Massachusetts Bar 
Association that will be promoted 
heavily during the upcoming 
statewide campaign. Tel-Law is a 
collection of tape recorded 
messages designed to answer basic 
questions about the law at no charge 
to the public. There are over 70 
topics covered. The number to 
contact Tel-Law is 221-7748 between 
9 A.M. and5 P.M.
